It was apparently caused when 
Hill fell asleep while smoking 
and watching television in his 
second floor bedroom. 
Mrs. Kelber reported she was 
awakened by smoke and went 
to her brother’s room to find 
it on fire. She said her brother 
was standing in the doorway 
and she told him to follow her 
downstairs to telephone the fire 
department.

Electrical Detonators 


A company spokesman said 
the men were processing powder 
for us*e in electrical detonators. 


The building in which the ex­ 
plosion 
occurred 
is 
located 
about IOO feet away from the 
main plant. Bird and Taylor 
were the only persons in the 
building. 
It was explained that the men 
were working with a mixture of 
powdered milled lead azide, 
stainless steel pellets and chlo­ 
roform. 
Powdered mill lead azide has 
a tendency to adhere to itself, 
a spokesman said, and the pel­ 
lets and the chloroform were 
being used in the mixture to pre­ 
vent this from happening. 


“It is hard to say at this time 
just what did happen out there,” 
he said. “In mixtures of this 
type, especially when the weath­ 
er is cold and dry there is a 
danger of static electricity from 
the body. This could have caused 
the mixture to explode, but at 
this time it would be hard to 
say.”

TEGUCIGALPA, HONDURAS — Delayed — 
Flying in to Honduras is somewhat like flying back 
to another century. 


There’s a touch of the modern world in this 
capital city, represented mostly by a new building 
or so. Otherwise the country still spends its time 
growing bananas and coffee, just as it did a hun­ 
dred years ago, developing one political crisis af­ 
ter another, and hoping that some day better 
than 80 per cent of its population may be able to 
live above a subsistence level. 


Tegucigalpa (it takes some doing to pronounce 
this one correctly) is primitive in many aspects as 
is Honduras itself. This is the poorest and most 


underdeveloped of the five Central American na­ 
tions. 
Its chief of government, Col. Oswaldo Lopez 
Arellano, talks of strides being made in industrial 
and economic development and dreams of a ro­ 
seate future. And he sees Honduras as taking a 
leading role in Central American economic integra­ 
tion leading to political integration. 
But the fact is Honduras has been dragging its 
feet and whatever kind of future the colonel talks 
about will be a by-product of increasing progres­ 
siveness of this country’s neighboring states.

across the Thames and to Wa­ 
terloo Station. 


Guns boomed 19 times from 
the Tower of London, the only 
time a commoner ever has had 
more than a 17-gun salute. Roy­ 
al Air Force planes swept by 
in salute. And over the micro­ 
phones of the British Broadcast­ 
ing Corp. came the voice of 
Dwight D. Eisenhower: 


“I pause to pay a personal 
tribute to the giant w h o now 
passes from us. For the mil­ 
lions of Americans who served 
with me, Churchill was Britain 
— her courage in adversity, her 
calmness in danger, her moder­ 
ation in success. 


“At 
this 
moment 
as 
our 
hearts stand at attention w« say 
our 
affectionate

sad 
goodbye . . . here was a cham­ 
pion 
of 
freedom. 
May 
God 
grant that we keep the lessons 
he taught us in his deeds, in 
his words, in his life.” 


Eisenhower paused for a mo­ 
ment and then in a choked 
voice said: “And so now to you, 
Sir Winston, my old friend — 
farewell.” 
It was shortly before noon 
when the state funeral ended. 
A trumpeter, high in the “whis­ 
pering gallery” of St. Paul’s, 
sent the strains of “Last Post” 
soaring through the arches and 
corridors of the cathdral. Queen 
Elizabeth and the other mour­ 
ners spoke their final amen. 


By sundown he will be buried 
as he wished to be, not in the 
scenes of his glory but in a rur­ 
al churchyard near Blenheim 
Palace where he was born.
